T  would  be  a])surd  to  dony  the  social  influence  of  any  in- 
I        stitution,  however  hunible  or  however  weak.   What  would  we 
*       be  without  i!iie  public  schools,  even  as  they  are?   Half  the 
business  of  America  would  stand  still.   You  would  not  now 
l^e  readinir  tliis  newspaper.   Civilizatioin  as  we  have,  it  is  founjl- 
ed  on  the  power  to.  read  an4  write. 

So  mudi  to  the  credit  of  the  public  schools.  But  this  is 
like  praising  a  man  for  having  two  arras  and  a  pair  of  legs. 
Unless  the  public  schools  do  much  more  than  teach  a  child 
these  simple  rudiments  of  modem  life,  they  must  be  branded 
m  iacorapetent  and  out  of  date.  But  is  the  rest  of  what  we  must  teach  the 
•cbild  to  be  measured  in  courses  of  study?  I  think  not.  Take  poetry, 
for  example.  Children  are  niade  to  listen  to  it,  to  read  it,  to  learn  it 
Igr  , heart.  Longfellow,  Whittier,  Bryant  are  in  their  courses  of  study  ; 
init  as  soon  as  these  children  are  relieved  from  the  temporary  persuasion 
or  compulsion  of  the  teacher,  wliat  happens?  Do  they  aim  to  extpid 
Hieir  knowledge?    Are  their  lives  in  any  way  changed?

£f  children  are  desirous  of  reproducing  souiething  in  others  and  are  per- 
wnttecl  t»  dp  Mi^  tiwj  learn.  They  clamor  to  learn.  They  ham  a  motfre 
for  it,  and  a  higher  and  more  natural  one  than  either  pleasure  or  pain,  re- 
mud  or  punishment.  Tl^at  this  reproductive  yeast,  this  leaven  of  life, 
Wifll  be  liiyant  or  Longfellow,-!  do  not  say.  But  whatever  it  is  for  differ- 
ent children  and  different  ages,  the  children  them.selves  and  the  teacher 
in  immediate  contact  with  them  are  able  to  describe  much  better  than  the 
#aperintendent  or  member  of  a  school-board  who  rarely  or  never  sees 


Get  gOQ^  teachers.  Give  them  a  chance.  Give  them  a  franchise^  in 
r.  own  profession.  Use  authority  to  prevent  hindrances — to  inhibit 
'tttose  who  act  as  nullifers.  If  teachers  are  socially  and  mentally  repro- 
^Bctive  themselves,  they  will  rejoice  in  the  socially  reproductive  powers  of 
diildien.  Like  physicians  who  call  in  specialist  for  consultation,  they 
--win  naturally  want  good  su])erintendents  to  learn  from.  They  will  natur- 
40ly  know  each  what  the  other  is  doing  and  will  co-operate  with  one  an- 
[iilMi  Why  should  a  school  igrsteni  be  run  like  a  business  or  a  factory  ? 
Ti  is  not  the  reproduction  or  sale  of  material  whieh  is  its  aim. 
but  the  living  reprodnction  of  human 
jBunds.

The  beauty  that  was  Greece  and  the  glory  that  was  Rome  included 
dripping  tallow  candles  at  magnificent  hanquets.  Ever\'  civilization  builds 
«n  the  foundations  of  science,  discovery  and  invention.  Beauty  comes 
m  a  snperstructure,  limited  by  a  degree  of  development  of  these  homely 
svts.  Every  civilization  is  first  utilitarian  and  acquires  the  esthetic  qual- 
ity only  as  the  culture  ripens,  just  as  every  day  begins  with  work  and  ends 
with  recreation.   Greece  and  Rome  represent  an  earlier  civilization  than 

When  the  present  culture  has  reached  the  blossom  and  fruit  time  

has  finished  its  foundation  drudgery — the  esthetic  superstructure  may  be 
expected  to  transcend  every  thing  the  world  has  yet  known.  Our  workaday 
science  far  stirpasses  the  science  of  the  Gre^  and  Romans,  and  onr  art 
wrill  be  its  match. 

There  was  a  lot  of  decorative  top  to  the  old  civilizations,  but  the  basic 
needs  were  scandalously  overlooked  in  contrast  to  our  sturdy  modem  ways.

'Hiat  is  ome'  of  onr  modem  luxuries,  to  give  the  com- 
farts  to  all.  In  the  historical  perspective  we  al- 
ready have  done  so.  All  the  grandeur  of  Athens  per- 
iaine^  to  but  ten  per  cent,  or  less  of  the  inhabitants. 
The  rest  were  slaves.  Our  poor  are  emancipated.  They 
are  enfranchised.  They  are  dressed  and  housed  as  never 
hefore.  Still  it  is  only  at  the  foundations  yet.  Beauty 
for  beauty's  sake  is  only  a-bomii^.  No  smoke,  but 
grass,  and  green,  and  bloom  in  our  streets,  elegance 
gad  grace  in  the  architecture  of  our  business 
Unildings,  lovely  coloring  and  daintiness,  musical 
flovndi  instead  of  noises^  are  cominig  tXHDorrow.

Chicago,  Dec.  l^'j—Tlie  mystery  of 
the  "Knights '  of  the  White  Death" 
letters,  ^hich  were  recently  sent  to 
^  Tarious  clergymen  .  a^id  prominent 
citizens  in  this  city  with  the  throat 
that  unless  they  left  large  t-uius  of 
money  at  designated  spots  they 
would  be  put  to  death,  was  cleared 
up  when  William,  Pollard,  i2,  driver 
of  a  grocery  wi^gdn,  was  arrested 
and  ctmfessed  to  having  seat  the  mis- 
sives as  a  Joke. 

When  confronted  by  the  postofflce 
officials,  ;^ollt^d  laid  the  blame  fin 
his  having  readConan  Doyle's  stories 
of  crime.    Fascinated  by  the  novel- 
ist's lurid  pictures  of  skulls,  ghosts, 
grave  raids  and  all-night  vigils  of  de- 
tectives. Pollard  (leciared  he  had  de~ 
"■termined  to  see  how  they  would  work 
J  out  in  the  hands  of  the  Chicago  po- 
\uce.    So  he  organized  the  "Knights 
the  Whdte  Death"  and  with  a  Shei^ 
^,lo^  Holmes  fancy  tor  the  weird 
wrote  out  a  bundle  of  letters,  all  dec- 
^ted  with  skulls  and  crossbones. 
•  The  denumds  for  money,  he  said, 
were  simply  aldded  to  enliven  the 
mystery,  as  he  never   went   to  see 
whether  the  money  was  left  or  not. 

A  few  (lava  a-^o  one  of  the  letters 
reached  the  Rev.  \V.  O.  Waters  of 
Grace  Episcopal  church.    It  was  ac- 
companied by  a  small  box,  also  sent 
^through  the  mail,  containing  bones, 
apparently  human,  and  the  rusty  ban- 
.  ttea  of  a  coffin.  Ten  thousud  dollars 
were  d«Baan|aed  in  this  tiisfnce,  ttaa 
'  Bi<mey  U>' lie. left  at  nl^t  by  the  cler- 
gymap  $X  a  kmely  spot.  Detectives 
were  posted  at  the  place  Indicated  in 
^is  letter  and  also  at  places  indicat- 
ed in  similar  letters  sent  to  Rev.  R. 
Roberts  of  Quinn  chapel  and  A.  C. 
Dixon  of  Moody  institute. 

"I  got  the  bones  and  the  coffin  han- 
dles out  of  a  graveyard,"  said  Pol- 
lard, according  to  the  confession  ob- 
tained by  the  postofflce  authorities. 
"I  have  been  a  great  lover  of  Doyle, 
and  after  reading  all  of  his  works  I 
ooold  get  hold  of  I  thought  it  would 
he>a  greats  joke  to  see  what  kind  of 
Sherlock  H<toea  the  police  would  be.

This  Is  ao-iklce  to  use  with  mlnco 
meat  or  In  firnlt  pvddB&gs,  aad  it  can 
be  madd  at  home  so  reaaonltbly  tha 
it  will  pay  the  housewife  IT  shie  has 
time  to  prepare  It  now.  Cut  oranges 
in  half  and  scoop  out  all  the  pulp, 
or  If  the  rinds  of  peeled  oranges  are 
to  be  used,  keep  in  as  good  shape 
:'s  po.ssible.  Put  the  rii.ds  into  a 
basin,  cover  with  lightly  salted  water, 
and  let  them  soak  for  a  week.  At 
ihe  end  nf  that  time  drain  and  put  in- 
to a  s;<  \v  ])an  containing  a  thin  sirup 
made  with  two  pounds  of  sugar  to 
every  two  quarta  of  water.  Boil  half 
an  hour.  In  another  sauce  pan  have 
a  sirup  made  from  tiro  pounds  of 
sugar  and  a  cup  of  water,  and  -cook 
over  the  fire  until  a  .  thick  simp-  Put 
the  rinds  Into*  this  thick  almp  and 
cook  until  the  sugar  candles  on  then. 
Take  out,  i)ut  on  a  sTeve  laid  on  a 
platter  to  save  all  the  sirup  that 
might  drip,  and  dry  in  a  coolish  oven. 
When  quite  dry  put  in  wide  mouthed 
i)otiles  or  glass  cans  and  fasten  so-' 
curely.  ^ 

Child's  Bib. 

An  excellent  way  for  making  chil- 
dren's bibs,  and  one  that  fully  an- 
swers the  puri)ose,  is  made  by  using 
the  I'egular  yoke  pattern,  cutting  the 
!)ack  deep  enough  so  that  \  narrow 
piece  of  the  goods  comes  under  the 
arm.  Instead  of  the  same  deptl^  yoke 
in  front,  cut  the  material  as  long  as 
the  child's  dress,  rounding  the  goods 
at  the  side  if  you  prefer.  Join  the 
back  yoke  to  the  front  piece;  cut  the 
sleeves,  and  sew  in;  laee  the  yoke, 
neck  and  sides  with  bias  strips  of  the 
material.  Two  buttons  will  be  suffi- 
cient for  the  back.  When  finished  you 
v.ill  have  a  bib  that  not  only  entirely 
covers  the  front  of  the  child's  dress, 
but  also  protects  the  sleeves.

National  League  to  Investigate 
Serious  Gliarges. 


American  Manufacturers  Stopped 
Work  on  Detonation  Factory  on 
Protest  of  European  Firms — Re^U' 
lations  Covered  Dotonalora,  Black, 
SportsmOn's  and  Smokoioao  Mili- 
tary Brando-^lao  Provide  For  Re. 
ffusal  to  Underbid  Foriigii  Makers. 

Cleveland,  O.,  Dec.  1  u— Worldwide 
agreement  of  all  the  powder  compa- 
nies in  thif  country  aiMl  Snrope  was 
presented  at  the  federal  hearing  be- 
fore Special  Master  MahafCey.  It  pro- 
vided for  a  160,000  fine  tar  any 
breach  of  the  agreement.  This  docu- 
ment after  presentation  was  identi- 
fied by  Almon  Lent  of  the  Austin 
Powder  company  ci  this  city. 

The  agreeaent  waa  aigned  in  1807^ 
and  provided  that  tt  ahoold  continne 
in  force  for  10  years  and  afterwards 
until  such  time  as  the  oompanies  saw 
fit  to  revise  It. 

President  Lent  said  that  his  com- 
pany withdrew  from  the  agreement 
at  the  expiration  of  the  ten  years. 
The  testimony  brought  out  at  the 
hearing  related  only  to  the  effect  the 
agrceintnt  had  upon  the  Austin  Pow- 
de.-  ('()m!>any.  Its  worldwide  effect 
was  not  touched  upon.  Mr.  Lent  also 
intimated  that  the  agreement  also 
ceased  at  the  expiration  of  the  ten 
years'  period  so  far  as  all  of  the 
other  companies  were  conoemed,  ac- 
cording to  his  knowledge.  He  inti- 
mated that  by  the  termination  of  the 
agreement  the  Dudont  company  nc 
longer  is  a  "trust,"  and  is  not  oper- 
ating in  vlolati  m  of  the  Sherman 
anti-trust  law.  Mr.  T^ent  gave  freely  ' 
all  information  esked  for  by  the  gov-  j 
ernment  attorneys.  | 

The  document  sets  forth  that  the 
Dupont  company,  the  Austin  Powder 
company  and  nearly  100  other  con- 
cerns In  this  country  had  signed  it 
and  also  all  the  powder  concerns  In 
Europe.  The  100  in  this  country  In- 
clude every  powder  company  In  the 
United  States,  the  attorneys  state. 

The  agreement  states  that  at  the 
time  It  was  drawn  up  there  was  im- 
mense competition  that  was  dctri 
mental  to  the  powder  trade,  bnth  in 
Europe  and  here.  It  was  believt  d,  it 
said,  that  by  reaching  some  agree- 
ment In  regard  to  prices,  trade  could 
be  regulated  so  that  each  concern 
could  live  and  make  profits. 

A  detonation  factory  waa  helng 
built  is  New  Jersey  at  that  time,  to 
which  the  Bnxt^an  ooncems  object- 
ed. Tile  companies  tai  this  country 
agreed,  aeeording  to  the  document,  to 
stop  the  erection  of  this  factory.  It 
waa  also  agreed  that  the  United 
States  companies  should  buy  5,000,- 
000  pounds  of  detonators  from  Eu- 
rope. Regulations  were  made  as  to 
black  powrier,  .'Jportsmen's  powder 
and  smokeless  military  powder. 

It  was  agreed,  the  document  set 
forth,  that  if  the  United  SUtes  re- 
ceived any  bids  from  a  foreign  cotm- 
try  for  8mo|cdeiq(i  military  powder.  It 
would  find  out  what  the  Bfopean 
eMMems  had  hid  and  that  the  con- 
cerns here  should  not  bid  any  less 
than  the  same  price  and  shomd  hid 
more. 


New  York.  Dec.  Ij.  —  Even  more 
sensational  than  the  tamnltoous 
close  of  the  recent  National  league 
playing  season  were  the  dosing 
hours  of  the  league's  annual  meeting, 
when  charges  of  attempted  bribery  of 
umpires  who  officiated  at  the  game 
that  decided  the  championship  of 
1908  between  New  York  and  Chicago, 
at  the  Polo  grounds  Oct.  8,  were

In  one  of  these  state- 
ments the  name  of  the  person  who 
approached  the  umpire  was  given,  as 
wM'  tm  the  nameiB  of  persons  he 
claimed  to  represent.  In  the  other 
statemtents  the  name^  of  the  persons 
who  approached  the  umpire  were  not 
given,  this  umpire  statins  tliat  they 
were  strangers  to  him.

I  think  that  if  the  Dem- 
o«*;rtlic  party  would  {ji-cparc  itself  to 
meet  the  anarchy  of  unbridled  wealth 
and  the  socialism  of  thriftless  pov- 
erty, by  standing,  not  in  favor  of 
P9pular  Democracy,  but  by  taking  a 
stand  upon  the  principles  of  a  rep- 
resentative repobhe,  from  which 
both  'parties  have  gone  in  ttfeir  ef- 
fort to  get  away  from  Socialism — 
if  the  Democratic  party  should  do 
this,  I  say,  then  Amj  would  be  in  a 
position  to  win  the  req>e^  and  trust 
of  the  peoplok 

In  the  last  few  years  the  cam- 
paigns have  been  exhibitions  of  plat- 
form snatcljinir.  and  both  have 
snatched  in  a  modicum  of  Socialism, 
just  enough,,  as  they  think,  to  win  ap- 
proval Whenever  pofities,  and  pres- 
idential campaigns  in  particular, 
hinge  upon  the  race  to  have  the  con- 
vention before  the  other  party,  and 
so  to  take  the  best  policies  to  be  had, 
without  much  refeience  to  any  clear- 
cut,  principle,  the  second  party  comes 
aud  sets  up  the  first  platform  ae  a 
straw  man  to  knock  down,  and  there 
^e  the  national  issues.  The  result 
of  this  is  that,  although  we  despise 
!,he  Socialists,  we  are  bound  to  re- 
.-^pcct  them  for  their  complete  prop- 
•\  ition  to  inm  tiie  admuustration  of 
the  country." 

But  issues  are  not  made  to  order 
by  party  leaders.  They  arise  as  the 
needs  of  the  eonntiy  calls.  There 
must  be  two  great  parties  in  the  field. 
The  part^  of  opposition  must  be 
strong  enough  to  keep  in  check  the 
I  tendencies  of  a  ^dominant  and  su6- 
oessful  majority  to  disrejjard  the 
wishes  of  the  people  and  to  be  care- 
less in  the  administration  of  tiie~^- 
fairs  of  the  nation. ' 

The  great  Republican  leaders, 
Roosevelt  and  Taft,  have  headed  a 
reform  in  the  Bepid>liean  organiza- 
tion. They  have  succeeded  so  far  in 
keeping  control  of  the  party  machin- 
ery. It  remains  to  be  seen  whether 
their  influence  .will  be  strong  enough 
to  wrest  the  party  from  its  old  po* 
sition  of  friendship  for  predatory 
wealth. 

The  hopes  of  Democracy  is  that 

Harmon  and  Marshall  and  Johnson 
and  men  of  their  ilk  will  be  great 
enough  and  strong  enough  to  grasp 
the  national  problems  as  they  may 
arise  and  lead  their  party  to  take  the 
iright-  position  on  those  issues..  But 


DO  cold-blooded,  suggestions  as  to  the 
proper  party  position  can  make  is- 
suegt  that  will  succpss^fuUy  appeal  to 
the  AiBeiiean  people.  Those  issues 
come  of  thtftaiselves  and  the  'party 
that  is  long-sighted  enough  to  take 
the  proper  side  is  bound  ultimately  to 
triumph.  \

('(insider  the  best  means  of  preserv- 
ing law  and  oider  and  of  convincini^ 
capital  that  it  will  find  welcome  aud 
protection  in  Elastern  Kentucky. 

The  advancement  of  agriculttiral, 
educational  and  religious  interests, 
the  improvemt'ut  of  higlnvays  and 
the  utiliz^ition  of  water  power  will 
also  be  considered.  The  following 
resolutions  offered  at  the  Law  and 
Order  mectinii'  by  Judirc  W.  M.  Px'ck- 
uer,  of  Winchester,  were  unanimtms- 
ly  adopted:

the  part  of  all  the  counties  in  East- 
cin  Kentucky  to  assure  the  outside 
wuiid  that  law  an<l  dnh-i'  now  i>re- 
vail,  and  will  be  maintained  and  that 
all,  who  mfcy  come  to  Eastern'  Ken- 
tucky or  who  may  invest  their  money 
there  will  be  protected  and  find  hearty 
weh'onu',  intw,  then'toie.  witi\  \\  view 
fo  establishing  confidence  and  taking 
counsel  together  concerning  the  com- 
mon \ve;i1.  be  it  ro<uhrd:

Washington,  E>ec.  14. — Fourteen  men 
are  known  to  be  dead,  three  of  them 
Americans,  and  -SO  injored,  three  or 
four  serlonsly,  lui  a  reenlt  of  the 
prematura  explosltm  of  21  tons  of 
dynamite  at  Baa  Obispo,  In  the  Pan- 
ama canal  cone.

— Both  houses 
of  congress  are  counting  upon  con- 
cluding the  ante-Christmas  holiday 
work  of  the  session  during  the  p'res- 
enl  week.  The  date  of  the  adjourn 
ment  tor  the  hcdidays  has  not  yet 
been  definitely  determlned,-1>ut  prob- 
ably it  will  faU  on  the  2l8t  inst.  In 
that  event  it  is  not  expected  that  any 
business  would  be  done  on  Monday 
week,  because  between  the  dates 
some  of  the  new  members  will  leave 
for  their  lioiiies  and  in  such  numbers 
that  it  wr)uld  be  impossible  to  main- 
tain a  quorum.

YEW  POISONING  COWS. 


F^rnMr  Who  Lo«t  Fiv*  J«r«eys  That 
Ate  UiavM  or  Troo. 

"A  lote  experteQco  Was  not  va- 
profitable  to  me,  but  may  be,  to  some 
or'yom-  readers/',  writes  ^  correstwn- 
dent  of  the  Country  Gentleman.  "Be- 
tween noons  of  two  days  I  lost  four 
young  Jersey  cows,  and  the  next  day 
another,  from  eating  the  foliage  of  an 
Irish  yew  tree,  which  was  trimmed 
and  the  branches  thrown  over  the 
fence  into  the  pasture  lot.  They  would 
first  show  it  by  staggering,  then  a  wild

look  in  the  eyes,  and  shortly  fallinj^; 
some  never  getting  on  their  f«*et  a.i;aln. 
and  two  dying  within  ten  minutes  of 
first  symptoms.  Two  of  the  otliers 
were  saved  (althouL;h  not  so  badly  af- 
fected) by  large  doses  of  castor  oil 
and  glauber  salts.  I  inclose  a  twig,  as 
It  is  not  commonly  known." 

The  botanical  nanie  of  tba  jrew  to 
which  tlie  .twig^  belongs  Is  Tama  bac- 

.cata,  says  tbe  Country  Gentleman. 
This  species  la  fiatlve  In  Ehirope. 
and  from  it  many  cultivated  varieties 
have  been  derived.  In  the  Cyclopedia 
of  American  Horiiculture  ten  varieties 
and  several  forms  are  described.  The 
"Irist  Yew,"  Taxus  hibernica  of  gar- 
deners, is  there  referred  to  variety  fas- 
tigiata,  which  is  described  as  having 
crowded,  upright  branches  and  branch- 
lets  and  ^^rk,  glossy,  green  leaves. 
The  leave^of  this  and  other  species 
of  yew  are  reputed  to  be  poisonoujB 
to  bones  and  cattle,  the,  poisonous  coiv- 
stitnent  befai^  an  alkaloid  ealled  tax- 
Ine.  Our  common  specie^,  Taxus  can- 

J|).ndensi8,  is  a  small  half  prostrate  or 

Wiscending  shrub  found  in  the  northern 
and  eastern  states  growing  in  ravines 
or  in  rooky,  shaded  places,  and  when 

-^accessible  to  catlle  is  apparently 
^  avoided  bJ  tbem  us  a  source  ei  food. 


Care  in  Winter  Will  Give  You  Stronger 
Cotony  in  tpring.^ 

The  bees  have  been  but  little  trou- 
ble to  you  so  far,  and  will  be  bat  little 
more,  jret  they  do  reigalre  sobm  atten- 
tioof  and  in  the  spring  when  other 
work  claims  your  attention  is  the  time 
when  they  are  most  likely  to  be 
neglected.  At  the  present  time  about 
the  only  thing  to  do  is  to  look  into 
them  occasionally  and  see  that  they 
have  plenty  of  winetr  stores  and  that 
he  mice  and  moths  are  not  molesting 
them. 

Get  the  hives  ready  for  spring  occu- 
pancy when  swarming  bet^ins.  If  you 
wait  till  the  bees  are  swarming  there 
will  not  be  time  to  make  preparations. 
Clean  all  frames  and  sections  by  heat- 
ing a  case  knife  and  scraping  propylos 
and  comb  away.  This  is  good  weath- 
er for  that;  yon  can  sit  near  the  stove 
and  keep  Ute  knife  warm. 

If  any  of  the  colonies  need  feeding, 
thick  sirup  of  granulated  sugar  is 
about  the  best  that  can  be  fed  to 
them  unless  you  have  extracted 
honey,  recommends  Fainieis'  Voice. 
Some  form  of  feeder  is  best,  but  in 
want  of  these  it  will  be  satisfactory  to 
place  the  sirup  in  a  shallow  pan  and 
set  on  top  of  the  frames.  It  is  not 
so  easy  to  feed  in  an  old  box  hive,  but 
where  there  are  holes  in  the  top  for 
putting  a  cap  on  the  sirup  may  be  set 
on  t^p,  the  holes,  opened  and  a  box  set 
over  it;  or  the  siriip  may  be  placed 
under  the  hiTc,  on  the  bottom  boar&

An  Experience  That  Has 
New  Query. 


Raised  a 


Renewing  Nesta. 

'  To  keep  the  fowls  free  from  disease 

and  lice  (including  mites),  it  is  nec- 
essary to  keep  all  about  them  in  a 
state  of  as  perfect  cleanliness  as  pos- 
sible. Renewing  the  uesis  will  great- 
ly help,  and  this  should  be  done  oft 
ener  than  it  is.  A  barrel  of  cut  straw 
at  hand  will  act'  as  a  ronlnder,  and 
the  nest  will  be  renewed  oftelpier  than 
it  will  be  if  no  material  tor  the  pur- 
pose is  at  hand.  We  have  seen  many 
nests  in.whtdi  the  nest  material  had 
been  left  in  so  lotng  that  it  had  be 
come  beaten  almost  to  dust,  and  cov 
ered  a  multitude  of  thirsty  little 
blood-suckers.  If  it  is  necessary  to 
renew  the  egg  nest  material  of  the 
hen  that  is  simi)ly  laying  it  is  still 
more  necessary  to  renew  often  the 
material  in  the  nests  that  are  used 
for  incubation  porposes. 


During  the  past  summer  we  have 
treated  the  growing  heap  of  manure 
in  our  bam  yard  every  two  weeks  to 
a  sprinkling  of  ground  phos^ate  rock, 
or  floats.  Some  ot  the  gr^nnd  rock 
was  scattered  on  the  ground  next  to 
the  barnyard-  fence  away  from  the 
manure.  We  noticed  the  cows  were 
eagerly  gnawing  away  at  the  ground, 
and  thought  first  s<Mne  salt  had  been 
scattered  there.  Examination  proved, 
however,  that  they  were  licking  up 
the  phosphate  rock,  doing  so  very 
greedily. 

Now  here  is  a  new  question:  The 
cows  are  fairly  wild  for  the  phosphate 
rock.  WTiy?  Is  it  that  they  feel  the 
aeed  of  this  form  of  phosphorus?  We 
wonder  if  any  oi  our  brother  dairymen 
have  ever  discovered  the  same  thing 
in  their  eowa?  We  had  before  dis- 
covered that  p\g»  wHl  eat  the  groond 
rock  greedily  if  they  can  fet  It  Phos- 
phorus is  rery.  eswmtlal,  to  a  eertata 
extent,  in  the  ^mal  economy. 

We  would  like  very  much  to  hear 
from  some  of  our  experiment  stations 
or  from  Individual  dairymen  if  they 
have  had  experience  in  this  line,  says 
Hoard's  Dairyman.  The  experi- 
ment made  with  pigs  by  the  Wiscon- 
sin experiment  station,  in  feeding  one 
lot  with*  a  certain  allowance  of  phos- 
phate and  denying  it  entirely  to  an- 
other lot,  convinced  us  that  there  is 
something  valuable  for  all  feeders  to 
leans  In  this  direeti<m.

On  the  train,  however,  he  accorded 
an  interview  to  a  representative  of 
tile  Temps,  saying  that  as  he  was 
leaTiag;. France  he  felt  at.  liberty  to 
reoetre  a  Jonmalist  TBti  Interview, 
while  guarded,  fully  ocmllfnis  the  rep> 
reseatatleiu  made  by  Castro  at  San- 
taader,  to  the  effect  that  he  was  de- 
sirous of  settling  Venezuela's  out- 
standing diplomatic  differences,  and 
so  far  as  France  is  concerned  had  al- 
ready made  the  first  step  in  that  di- 
rection. He  said,  however,  that 
everything  for  the  moment  must  be 
subordinated  to  the  restoration  of  his 
health. 

While  avoiding  a  direct  question 
as  to  what  he  expected  to  do  toward 
settling  Venezuela's  fbrelgR  quan;^, 
potaiting  out  that^  aa  a  **pr^Tate  ctti* 
zeo**  he  iras  not  qualified  to  answer, 
he  made  It  clear  that  the  resumption 
of  diplomatic  relations  with  France 
depended  entirely  upon  the  settle- 
ment of  the  French  Cable  eompaify 
controversy. 

In  conf^hi-ion,  Prcqdent  Cnstro 
twice  repeated  that  Venezuela  de- 
sired peace  and  harmony  with 
France  and  the  other  power*,  but  de- 
clared emphatically  thnt  r-p-ce  "nd 
iianncmy  w^re  dependent  upon  others 
as  well'  as  Venesuela.
